In writing any history of Masonry in Alberta the name of Sheriff 
Duncan J. Campbell of Macleod must be honorably mentioned. 

Realizing the desirability of organizing a Lodge at Macleod, Bro. 
Campbell wrote to the Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of England for 
such powers. He was requested to direct his correspondence to the Grand 
Lodge of British Columbia as the nearest to the home of the applicant or 
petitioner; but it, in turn, bade him seek the necessary dispensation from the 
Grand Lodge of Manitoba. He was successful in obtaining the Warrant in 
the year 1 887. 

In the early Spring of 1888 a number of brethren of Lethbridge like¬ 
wise petitioned the Grand Lodge of Manitoba for a Warrant to institute a 
Lodge. A meeting for the purpose was held on Monday the 16th of April 
in rooms over the furniture store of T. B. Winnett, located on what is now 
the corner of 4th Street and 3rd Avenue South. 

The following brethren were present on that occasion, viz. - Wor. 
Bro. Thomas McPherson, W.M.; Wor. Bro. Robert Niven, S.W.; Bro. Fre¬ 
derick Champness, Bro. Rev. Charles McKillop, Bro. Rev. E. K. Matheson, 
Bro. Malcolm McKenzie and Bro. James Pierre as members; and the follow¬ 
ing visitors:- Wor. Bro. Alex. Moffatt, Pembroke No. 128, G.R.C. Ontario; 
Bro. William Bentley, Kilwinning No. 297, Detroit, Mich.; Bro\ George 
Fraser, Battle No. 38, G.L.M. Battleford; Bro. Simpson, Bro. James Mallett, 
Burns No. 1 0, R.N.S. 

R.W. Bro. James Brogden, D.D.G.M. of Calgary, produced the 
Grand Master's Warrant to him to institute the Lodge under dispensation, 
until a Charter was issued by the Grand Lodge of Manitoba. He then in¬ 
stalled or invested the following Officers:-

In addition to these Brethren, Bro. Rev. Charles McKillop and Bro. 
Alexander Ross were on the Petition praying to be congregated into a Regular 
Lodge; and are so recorded in the Dispensation signed by the Grand Master, 
M.W. Bro. Thomas Clarke of Winnipeg, G.R.M. 

The first candidates for initiation were B. S. Burrell, E. J. Bourdon 
and Jesse B. Walker, whose applications were received on May 3rd, 1888. 

Bro. Thomas McNabb appears on the records for the first time on 
August 2nd ; 1888, as a visitor from Lodge No. 123, Belleville, Ontario. 

On Dec. 6th, 1888 the Lodge met for the first time in its new 
quarters over the Post Office and Drug Store under lease from John D. 
Higinbotham. On January 3rd, 1889 Mr. Higinbotham was initiated a 
member of North Star Lodge, and retained his membership until his death 
about seventy years later. 

On March 1 1th, 1889 the Lodge convened for the first time under 
its new Charter, number 41 under the Grand Lodge of Manitoba. 
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The Most Worshipful Grand Master of Manitoba, M.W. Bro. Rev. 
J. Dallas O'Meara, paid an official visit to the Lodge on June 26th, 1889 
accompanied by V.W. Bro. Thomas Tweed, G.J.D. V.W. Bro. Campbell, 
D.D.G.M., and V.W. Bro. Robert Patterson arrived from Macleod at 9:00 p.m. 

The history and progress of the Lodge is recorded in detail up to 
this point; but as our Charter Members and others pass away, we have to 
rely, for other than statistical information, on facts and stories supplied 
around the banquet table by old timers such as R.W. Bro. J. D. Higinbotham, 
R.W. Bro. Norman T. MacLeod and others, who had a fund of information 
regarding the lighter side of our History. We were fortunate to obtain from 
"Norrie" a copy of an address he gave at one of our banquets. It appears 
in the Historical Register, and contains information not otherwise available 
regarding our Charter Members. Here are some extracts:- 

Tom McPherson is with us tonight (March 14th 1938) and at the 
advanced age of 88 retains as keen an interest in all Masonic work as ever. 

Robert Niven was in charge of the hoisting works at the top of the 
incline, and is still ably represented in Masonry by sons and grandsons. 

Frank Lowry was brought in from Ohio to demonstrate a coal-cutting 
machine in the mines here. It was not a success, and he returned home. 

James Pierre lived in a house at the river bottom at the ferry landing 
a short distance from the present power house. 

Malcolm McKenzie owned and operated a hotel in the building still 
standing to the East of the Lethbridge Iron Works. 

Charles McKillop was the first resident Presbyterian Minister. 

Alex. Ross, stable boss for the A. R. & I. Co., left for Juneau, Alaska, 
shortly after the institution of the Lodge. 

Frederick Champness was the first Collector of Customs for Leth¬ 
bridge, and Treasurer of North Star for ifs institufion, and fill Its death. 

Edward Matheson, the first Rector of St. Augustin's Anglican Church, 
returned to Saskatchewan, and completed a life of quiet and consistent 
service to his fellow men. (He became W.M. of Kinistino No. 1, and W.M. 
of Battleford, and as Canon Matheson, became Grand Chaplain of the 
Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan.) 

R.W. Bro. Macleod went on to say that Thomas McPherson made an 
ideal presiding officer, of good presence, wide and favourably known, firm, 
yet not arbitrary in any necessary rulings on matters of difference of opinion, 
and an expert ritualist. Newspaper cuttings in the Scrap Book portion of 
our Historical Register record the fact that he was engineer on the old 
"Alberta" of the N. W. C. and N. Co., which used to ply between the ports 
of Medicine Hat and Lethbridge. He drove the first locomotive, a "Mogul" 
type, which reached the city from Medicine Hat in August 1885. During 
the Riel Rebellion he drove the engine of the "Northcote" which used to 
haul troops on the Saskatchewan River. A life history of R.W. Bro. T. 
McPherson written by V.W. Bro. W. M. Edwards appears in the Grand Lodge 
Bulletin of October 1940, and a copy is in our own Historical Register. 
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When North Star Lodge started with a membership of but nine 
persons, accommodation for meetings was not much of a problem; but it 
was not long before the necessity for more space was felt. On December 6th, 
1888 the members moved into quarters above J. D. Higinbotham's Drug 
Store. 

On November 9th, 1891 we find them in a new Lodge Room in the 
Lethbridge Building Society Hall. 

A Lodge of Instruction was held in a Lodge Room in the Oliver Block 
on January 3rd, 1901. It is interesting to note that at this meeting Alberta 
Lodge No. 37 of Macleod exemplified the first degree, North Star No. 41 
second, and the third was performed by Spitzie Lodge No. 45 of Pincher 
Creek. Evidently they were gluttons for work in those days, as we find them 
repeating this performance at a District Meeting at Macleod later. 

On December 27th, 1905 Installation of Officers took place in the 
K. P. Hall. 

On April 8th, 1907 it is recorded that North Star Lodge held its 
Regular Meeting in its new quarters - The Higinbotham Block. 

On October 22nd, 1912 the third degree was exemplified in Fleet- 
wood School in courtesy to Brethren attending the International Day of the 
Farming Congress. 

December 30th, 1913 Installation of Officers was held in the S. 0. E. 

Hall. 

The Regular Meeting on May 11th, 1914 was the first meeting in 
the new Lodge Room S. O. E. Block under lease from the Masonic Temple Co. 

At the Regular Meeting of North Star No. 4 on 14th January, 1914, 
Bro. Sage presented the Lodge with a framed photograph of North Star 
Lodge No. 41 held in the C.P.R. General Office Building on 7th Street South. 
Wor. Bro. Thomas McNabb was Master at that time. This photograph still 
hangs in the banquet room of our present Masonic Building. 

June 21st, 1914 was the date of the first meetinq in the Dominion 

Block. 

On February 9th, 1920 the joint building committee reported the 
purchase of the old S. O. E. Building on 10th Street South for $16,000.00, 
and on March 8th, 1920 the Lodge moved into its new home on the ground 
floor of this building. The upper floor became a popular dance hall, and 
was used for exceptionally large Masonic Meetings. 

This was the last of the wanderings of North Star Lodge in search 
of a home and we are still here after 43 years. Building lots have been pur¬ 
chased and sold, architect's plans have been considered; but we have yet 
to erect the Masonic Temple which was the dream of our pioneers. 

For the first twenty years of its existence North Star Lodge was the 
only Lodge in this city. By February 1908 its roster carried the names of 
some two hundred men - ranchers, railroaders, clergy, doctors, lawyers, etc., 
It became necessary to expand by starting other Lodges. Several members 
demitted to assist in the formation of Lodges such as Lethbridge No. 39, 
Chief Mountain No. 58, Diamond City No. 65, Charity No. 67, York No. 1 19 
and others. The names of these members come to light in the Anniversary 
Programmes of these Lodges as Charter Members. 
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Of the first one hundred members of North Star Lodge, 24 gave 
occupations as North West Mounted Police, viz:-

There are several others whose civilian occupations only are shown. 
Corporal Eli Hodder, No. 21 on our list of members is described as a butcher. 
He came to Macleod in 1882, and to Lethbridge to start the first Police 
station in 1885, and later bought himself out of the Force. George W. Steele 
No. 52 is listed as a hotel man. He was a N.W.M.P. member on the death 
watch of Louis Riel in 1885. John Goodwin served in the Riel Rebellion and 
was invalid out of the Force in 1885. John Geoghegan, who affiliated from 
Alberta Lodge No. 3, Macleod, is included in a group of N.W.M.P. members 
there. 


Many railroad men joined North Star Lodge; but owing to the nature 
of their work, few were able to give their time to attain the position of 
Master of a Lodge. The following are the names of Past Masters:-

About 800 signatures appear on our register; and it is impossible to 
group them satisfactorily, or to make other than a haphazard choice for 
eulogy. We have veterans of the Basuto Campaign, the Riel Rebellion, the 
Boer War, World Wars One and Two. The minutes of 1915 show an honour 
roll to the effect that thirty-four members of the Lodge were engaged in 
service overseas; and that many had made the Supreme Sacrifice. 


In January 1918 congratulations of the Lodge were sent to V.W. 
Bro. J. S. Stewart on his attainment to the rank of Brigadier General. Copies 
of programmes show congratulatory banquets to M.W. Bro. Thomas McNabb 
as Grand Master, to Elias Adams as Mayor, and other interesting items. 
From an Installation Programme of 1908 we learn that the following dis¬
